A  sample 
bar  is  pictured  here. 


'Something  new'  are  these  sterling  silver 
banknote  ingots  issued  by  the  Singapore 
Mint.  The  yellow-breasted  Sunbird  from 
the  S$20  bill  and  the  blue- throated  Bee- 
eater  from  the  S$100  note  are  shown  here. 
The  reverses  feature  a  Concorde  taking  off 
( S$20  note)  and  dancers  of  various  ethnic 
groups  ( S$  1  00  note).  Originally  8,000 
of  the  S$20  note  were  authorized  and  5,000 
of  the  S$100  note  were  to  be  made.  The 
Singapore  Currency  Board  suddenly  ordered 
the  mint  to  halt  production.  PandaAmerica 
received  a  small  order  of  the  ingots  before 
production  was  cut-off.  For  information,

CALIFORNIA  STATE  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION 

The  California  State  Numismatic  Association  was  fathered  by  Dr. 
Calrert  dumons  of  Orange  County,  California  in  19k7.  It  became 
a  State  organization  which  evolved  into  two  coin  conventions 
per  year,  a  video  library  and  an  award-winning  quarterly  mag¬ 
azine  called  Cal-Coin  News. 

The  C.3. N.A.  is  probably  the  best  known  and  certainly  the  most 
prolific  in  terms  of  club  medal  issuance.  Coin  convention 
medals  relating  to  C.S.N.A.  began  in  19k9  with  the  San  Jose 
Coin  Club  hosting  the  convention  event.  A  small  bronze  medal 
was  issued  showing  San  Jose  Convention  and  California  State 
Numismatic  Association  on  either  side.  Quanity  issued  unknown. 
In  1962,  The  Sacramento  Coin  dub  hosted  the  coin  convention 
in  Sacramento,  California  and  issued  a  2it"  copper-clad  medal 
picturing  Abraham  Lincoln. 

The  next  convention  for  C.S.N.A.  was  held  in  Berkeley,  Calif, 
in  April,  196k.  It  was  hosted  by  the  EAST  BAT  COIN  CLUB  which 
issued  a  3mall  alluminum  token  for  the  event.  On  the  reverse 
side  was  "C.S.N. A.-3kth  COIN  SHOW-APRIL  1961,''.  Again,  quanity 
struck  unknown. 

So  much  for  the"pre-history"  of  the  founding  of  early  medal 
issuance  of  the  C.S.N.A.  The  C.S.N.A. 's  "modern"  medal  program 
began  in  196k  by  the  ORANGE  COUNTY  COIN  CLUB  with  medals  struck 
twice  yearly  since  196k.  "Masterpiece  Medallions"  has  been  the 
maker  of  all  C.S.N.A.  medals. 

The  196k  DISNEYLAND  strikes  were  made  of  sterling  silver  and 
only  50  were  made  with  35  remaining  extant  since  the  last  15 
were  stolen  and  have  not  surfaced  since.  All  were  numbered  on 
the  .  dge . 

With  the  exception  of  196k  and  1965  (none  issued  in  1965)  two 
meda.  strikes  per  year  have  been  made  with  most  themes  relating 
to  California.  One  more  exception  occurred  in  1992  when  only 
one  striking  of  medals  was  made.  To  date,  60  different  medals 
have  been  minted  for  this  organisation.  Mintages  range  from 
50  to  300.  Issue  prices  remain  at  $20  each  for  fine  silvers. 
Mintages  range  from  about  160  silver  and  225  bronze. 

In  1990,  C.S.N.A.  joined  with  N.A.S.C.,  C.O.I.N.  and  S.I.N. 
coin  clubs  to  hold  the  first  Golden  State  Coin  Show  arei  issued 
joint  medals  with  a  common  obverse  but  with  each  club's  indi¬ 
vidual  logo.  The  silver  mintages  were  for:  C.S.N.A.  (175), 
C.O.I.N.  (70),  N.A.S.C.  (80)  with  the  fourth  club,  S.I.N,, 
not  participating  in  the  medal  program. 

Periodically,  C.S.N.A.  issues  a  medal  for  its  outstanding 
member,  the  MEDAL  OF  MERIT. 

In  1985,  it  issued  a  special  silver  medal  dedicated  to  the 
Statue  of  Liberty  with  a  mintage  of  2k0. 

All  C.S.N.A.  issues  were  made  in  both  silver  and  bronze. 

Of  the  25+  coin  clubs  in  California  which  issue  medals,  prob¬ 
ably  the  most  collectable  are  those  of  C.S.N.A,  due  to  their 
larger  mintages,  longer  issues  and  beautiful  designs. 

C.S.N.A.  has  a  $10  membership  annual  dues  and  can  be  contacted 
at  2053  Cypress  Ave.,  Santa  Ana,  Ca  92707.  The  organization 
issues  a  quarterly  booklet  called  "CAL-COIN  NEWS".
